CAPTURED IN ROUND THE WORLD 
TRIP TO GET BACK TO GERMANY 


Fugitive Captain Seized by British in 
Norwegian Ship on Last Leg on 
Great Journey. 

LONDON, Nov. 2.—Capt. Eugene 
Wahler of the 152d Prussian Regiment 
of Honor is now in a British internment 
camp after an extraordinary attempt to 
get back to Germany. He was taken 
prisoner at Tannenberg early in wwe 
war. He escaped and bought a ticket 
to Vladivostok for 3000 rubles ($1500). 

He got to Pekin, thence to Yokohatia 
and San Francisco. He was befriended 
in the United States by Germans, who, 
through false papers, got him taken on 
as a sailor on a Norwegian vessel bound 
for Europe. The vessel was stopped in 
the North Sea and Wahler Was detectel 
by a vigilant official.

Declares He Has Tried Vainly to Voyage. 


Get Stock Since Failure of 
Brokerage House. 


Acted Under Directions of Super- 
intendent and Purchasing 
Agent, Both on Trial. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—One man, 
John J. Turney of PhiladeJphia, pro- 
cured for and chartered to the 
Hamburg-American Line, in the early 
stages of the war, six of the fleet of 
16 Vessels which the Government 
charges the line with having sent to 
the relief of German cruisers in the 
Atlantic and Pacific. 

This development in the trial of of- 
ficials of the line on the charge of 
conspiracy, came from the witness 
stand today and from the lips of 
(Turney, a frankly hostile witness. 
‘The confession of the defendant, in- 
troduced at an earlier date, shows the 
line spent $545,000 for charters alone 
in the c.se of these six vessels. The 
total cost, including supplies, was 
$689,693. 

Steamers He Chartered. 

The steamers which Turney char- 
tered to the line were the Heina, sail- 
ing from Philadelphia, Aug. 6, 1914, 
for La Guayra; the Nepos, sailing 
from Philadelphia, Aug. 22, for Mon- 
rovia; the Mowinckle, sailing Sept. 2 
from Philadelphia for Monrovia; 
the Unita, sailing from Philadel- 
phia, Sept. 8% for Cadiz, and the 
Fram and Sommerstad, which took 
out clearance papers but did not sail, 
as their alleged plans to reach Ger- 
man cruisers became known. The 
Fram took out clearance papers for 
Pernambuco and the Sommerstad for 
Cadiz. 


Investigation of the affairs of the 
bankrupt brokerage firm of Payne & 
Becker, in the Chemical Building, has 
revealed some dealings that likely will 
be brought to the attention of the 
grand jury. 

The principal evidence is a receipt for 
$1487.50, made out by the firm’s cashier 
to H. U. Rosenthal of 4631 McPherson 
avenue, a raincoat dealer, who was one 
of the firm’s clients. 

Rosenthal told “a Post-Disvatch re- 
porter today that he gave Payne & 
Becker his check for $1487.50, on Nov. 
10, with instructions to%buy outright 100 
shares of Texas Pacific, then selling 
at $14.75 a share. The extra $12.50, he 
said, was the firm’s commission for pur- 
chasing the stock. Rosenthal exhibited 
the firm’s receipt, as follows:

“On Wednesday I read in the Post- 
‘Dispatch a statement from an attor- 
ney, who had been in charge of the trok- 
erage office last week, that he hac sold 
my Texas Pacific stock at Becker's or- 
der, This attorney, it was stated; on 
reaching the brokerage office each 
morning, found a memorandum from 
Bontie A. Becker, a member of the firm, 
telling him specific things to do. One 

orning, this attorney said, there was a 
memorandum telling him to. sell 100 
shares of Texas Pacific stock. He said 
he sold the stock, thinking it belonged 
to Becker, but that he afterward found 
that it was my property, and had been 
purchased for me by the firm.” 

When the facts about Rosenthal’s deal 
with Payne & Becker were laid before 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Bishop, the 
latter said that, on the face of it, the 
transaction constituted either embezzle- 
ment by bailee or embezzlement by 
agent, unless the firm could prove that 
it had Rosenthal’s consent to the sale of 
his stock. The penalty for either of- 
fense is from two to five years in the 
. penitentiary. 

Rosenthal declared that he dealt with 
Payne & Becker because he had been 
led to believe that the firm was a mem- 
ber of the New York Stock Exchange, 
and, as such, held a seat worth about 
$75,000. “‘On their windows was a sign 
stating that the firm was a member of 
the New York Stock Exchange,”’ Rosen- 
tha} said. “That sign lured a lot of 
lambs to Payne & Becker. Since the 
failure we have learned the firm was 
not a member of the New York Ex- 
change. 

“The firm had about 200 regular cli- 
ents, among them some very prominent 
and rich St. Louisans.’’ 

Meeting of Firm’s Creditors, 

Creditors of the bankrupt firm were 
to meet in the afternoon at Lippe’s cafe, 
under the brokerage office, to discuss 
their chances of getting back money 
they had lost. It was said an“effort 
would be made to induce Becker's fa- 
ther, Edward C. Becker of 5870 Cabanne 
avenue, to take over the brokerage firm 
and pay its debts. Around the broker- 
age office, Rosenthal said, it was gen- 
erally understood that Bontie Becker 
had the backing of his father, and that 
his father was “‘worth a million easy.” 
, Clients have not received any word 
from either Bontie Beckerzor Samuel 
G. Payne, the firm members, since the 
failure. The whereabouts of botn is stiil 
unknown to them. 

The firm's liabilities, according to 
statements made by its attorneys, are 
between $60,000 and $70,000.

Mass of Evidence, 

Only a few of the 16 or 17 vessels 
which left Atlantic and Pacific ports 
early in the war with supplies for Ger- 
man cruisers had figured in the Gov- 
ernment’s evidence when the case was 
resumed today. Attorneys for the pros- 
ecution said they still had a great mass 
of evidence. 

During the Thanksgiving recess of the 
Federal Court, agents of the District At- 
torney’s office and of the Department of 
Justice continued their investigations of 
jurors and maintained surveillance over 
witnesses who it was feared might leave 
the jurisdiction of the court. 

Sailed From Philadelphia. 

The Norwegian steamer Nepos, which 
sailed from Philadelphia Aug. 22, 1914, 
with supplies for German cruisers at 
sea, although she cleared for Monro- 
via, was the first vessel concerning 
whose activities witnesses testified to- 
day.

Judge Fisher affirmed 
the recommendation of the Assistant 
Circuit Attorney. 

The accident happened June 18, 1915, 
when the car of Install, a salesman, hit 
the Belcher hoy in front of 4242 North 
Broadway. Instead of stopping as the 
law requires, Install drove away, and 
was captured after a chase of many 
blocks by a policeman in another auto- 
mobile. ; 

Install said in his preliminary hearing 
that he was extited when he drove 
away, and intended to go to the police 


station and give himself up. The boy’s 
skull was fractured. He is recovering 
at his home. 

A maximum fine of $500, and a mini- 


mum penitentiary sentence of two years, 
could have been imposed against Install. 


FIRE ON WAR GARGO SHIP 


Benkdale Reaches Bordeaux With 
Blase & Hold. 

NEW YORK, Nov. %.—Officials of the 
French Line were notified today that 
the British steamer Bankdale, 3800 tons, 
chartered by the company to carry cargo 
to France, had arrived at Bordeaux with 
fire in one of her holds, which had been 
promptly brought under control. The 
cause of the fire is not known here. 

The Bankdale carried a large quantity 
of war supplies, including copper ann 
barbed wire, machinery, 200 barrels of 
nitrate of ammonia, % casks of bichro- 
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}mate of potash and 40 horses, 
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torpedoes when patrolling the South 
Swedish coast. Nearly the entire 
crew was saved.

which no other inference is possible 
than her immediate entrance into the 
Balkan conflict. 

Emperor Nicholas its said to have 
promised the appearance of Russian 
troops in Bulgaria within a week. There 
are increasing indications that this cam- 
paign will be launched by way of Ru- 
mania and it is reported that confer- 
ences are now being held between repre- 
sentatives of Russia and Rumania to 
obtain the latter’s consent to this move. 
This consent, as intimated clearly bv 
Rumanian statesmen, has depended on 
whether the allies gain a preponderance 
of forces in the Balkans. Rumania 
gives evidence of being impressed 
strongly by the concentration of 250,000 
Russian troops at Ismail and Reni near 
her border. 

No important achievement has been 
recorded on either side since the Ger- 
man announcement of the fall of Pris- 
tina and Mitrovitza. With only a small 
strip of territory left to defend, Servia's 
leaders declare she is unbeaten and can 
still harass the invaders. Gen. Boyad- 
jieff, the Bulgarian commander, says, 
on the other hand, that King Peter's 
troops will be put out of action in a 
few days. 

Gorisia Still Holds Out. 

No official report has reached Lon- 
don today of the capture of Gorizia by 
the Italians, although the fall of the 
city was regarded as imminent. Latest 
official reports show the city still is 
held by the Austrians.

Turkish Offensive at Dardanelles 
Checked; Allied Ships Active, 

PARIS, Nov. 26.—Heavy fighting has 
been in progress the last few days 'n 
Gallipoli, where the Turks undertook a 
strong offensive movement, but were re- 
pulsed by the combined fire of the Brit- 
ish and French guns, and allied aero- 
planes have bombarded the railway be- 
tween Constantinople and Dedeaghatch, 
damaging the bridges, and warships 
have bombarded the coasts of Asia Mi- 
nor, according to last night’s officta] 
communication from the War Office, 
which says: 

“Expeditionary corps of the Darda- 
nelles: The enemy has displayed during 
the last few days an increasing activity. 
On the Zist, after a violent bombard- 
ment, he attempted three successive at- 
tacks against the British front for the 
purpose of recapturing the trenchss 
lost on the 15th. His efforts were ev- 
erywhere checked and cut down by the 
fire of the British infantry and artil- 
lery to which had been joined the artil- 
lery and machine guns of the neighbor- 
ing Frehch forces.

“On both sides the subterranean war- 
fare continues with the same activity.

Berlin Editor Tells Countrymen “hat 
Germany’s lMightiest Enemy Is Not

LONDON, Nov. 26.—Maximilian Har- 
den, editor of Die Zukunft of Berlin, in 
the latest issue of his newspaper re- 
ceived here tells his countrymen that 
they must expect a war of exhaustion.

BRITISH LOSE 1034 OFFICERS

LONDON, Nov. 26.—Officers’ casualty 
lists for the fortnight ending Nov. 8 
show losses in the British army of 365 
killed, 609 wounded and 69 missing—a 
total of 1034, : 

Since the beginning of the war the 
number killed amount to 6389; wounded, 
12,561, and missing, 1752—a gross total 
of 20,702. 

During the fortnight losses have been 
most severe in the Stafford regiments, 
which had 26 killed, 47 wounded and 
4 missing. 

Many other regiments have losses of 
more than 20.

RAGING ON THREE 
SIDES OF GORIZIA 


Post - Dispatch Correspondent 
Says Austrians Regained 
Ground Lost to Italians. 


DEAD HEAPED ON FIELD 


Inhabitants of Town Watch Ar- 
tillery and Hand-to-Hand 
Struggle for Victory.

VIENNA, Nov. 26.—On the half-anni- 
versary of Italy’s declaration of war 
on Austria-Hungary, just six months 
ago, was made a momentous bid, the 
most desperate and fiercest of all the 
attempts in the four big battles of 
the Isonzo to get possession of Gorizia. 
Gen. Cadorna threw the full weight 
of his armies against the Gorizia sector, 
but the onslaught was shattered, as 
the previous ones have been, on the 
walis of Austrians, Hungarians, Dalma- 
tians, Croatians, Slavonian: and Bo- 
hemians of Gen. Boroévic’s Isonzo army. 
Despite Gen Cadorna’s massed artil- 
lery of many hundred guns, which 
turned three sides of Gorizia into a 
vertible inferno, the Austro-Hungarians 
holds the heights as before. 

Hand-to-Hand Fighting. 

The slopes of Monte San Michele, San 
Martino and San Sabotino, all day and 
part of the night, were scenes of des- 
perate hand-grenade and hand-to-hand 
encounters, the Italians several] times 
taking Austro-Hungarian trenches, but 
invariably losing them in the counter at- 
tacks which followed. 

The dead are reported to be lying in 
heaps, in addition to the thou:ands who 
still were unburied when I was there 
last week. 

On Podgera the Dalmatians threw 
back the whirlwind rushes of the wave- 
like Italian storming lines no less than 
three times. On thRe Doberdo Plateau 
the Italians succeeded in advancing 
their lines southwest of San Michele 
to the western edge of San Marino, but 
Archduke Joseph's Hungarians, togeth- 
er with the Kartner mountain troops, 
in a night attack, it was reported, threw 
the Italians out again, retaking all 
their old positions lost during the day. 

Battle Rages Day and Night. 

The battle is raging day and night on 
the slopes immediately around the town, 
the inhabitants remaining in Gorizia 
having a spectacle which has probably 
not been surpassed in this war. 

At one point the Italian trenches can 
be seen from the houses, the Austro- 
Hungarian trenches running parallel, 
about 1800 yards away. 

I atm informed that since I was there 
that the town has sufferel severely, 
especially the southwestern portion, 
near Podgera, 50 civilians being killed 
or wounded, making a total of 161 casu- 
alties.

MILAN, Italy, Nov. 2.—‘‘We 


have 


lans’ fire,’’ writes an Austrian officer 
in his diary, found on the battlefield 
near Tolmino. ‘Their artillery is hor- 
»rible; it vomits hurricanes of fire. It 
is monstrous, more than terrifying. I 
have no word to describe it. 

“Mount Santa Lucia is like a sea on 
fire. My trench is a cemetery. Only the 
d@éad and wounded remain. The rest 
have fled. There is now nothing be- 
tween us and the enemy, no barbed 
wire entanglements, no protection. 

“The Italians have put a new kind 
of heavy gun into action. Its shells are 
enormous, The bore the earth, making 
a tunnel several yards long. Then, 
when you think all ig over, they burst 
with terrific uproar, tearing up the 
ground, trenches and men for yards 
around. 

“One of these horrible things burst 
30 yards away from me today. It tore 
seven men to bits and buried three more. 
My face and hands were cut by some 
of its fragments, which rained through 
the air, even at that distance. 

“When finished with that sort of dev- 
iltry, the Italian infantry charged with 
its ery of ‘Savoia!’ What could we do? 
We simply fled. A few of us managed 
to take cover in a gulley that runs to 
the right of our position by the hills 
around Tolmino. The Italians . burst 
into our trenches with frightful fury. 
their awful battle cry rending the air. 
Our second line broke. 

‘The few men I have left are to join 
a regiment of Jaeger for the counter at- 
tack tonight. The Colonel sent me a 
message, exhorting me to set my men 
a good example. If he only knew that 
not one of the tired, depressed creatures 
left me will follow any example I can 
give them except—flight!’’ 

“Nov. 1, $ o’clock—A dark night for 
the attack!

PARIS, Nov. 2.—One of the most 
urgent duties of the friends of human- 
ity is to save the Polish nation from 
obliteration, with which the war threat- 
ens her. It is impossible to picture 
the . frightful sufferings my fellow 
countrymen have endured in the last 
16 months. I personally have collected 
$1,000,000 for distribution to the sufferers 
of Poland, but this is only a drop in 
the ocean. 

Unhappy Belgium has suffered less 
than we. Whilst the Belgians are close- 
ly united and defend their own common 
cause, 1,500,000 Polish troops are cormm- 
pelled to fight one another in a fratri- 
cidal struggle. 

Arena of War for a Year. 

Belgium was ravaged by war for four 
weeks, but for a whole year Poland has 
been the arena for the bloodiest battles 
of this war. Over a territory equal to 
England and Scotland together, with a 
population surpassing that of Spain, 
the immense Russian, German and Aus- 
trian armies haye advanced and re- 


treated. 

What this means you can only under- 
stand after an inspection of the coun- 
try.

They took with them 
all the population of the provinces east 
of the Vistula. Now the Germans are 
attempting to attract to their munition 
factories 400,000 Polish workmen living 
in the industrial region. 

The Germans are careful not to re 
vive the Lodz factories because of the 
fear of eventual competition. They pre- 
fer to transport Polish labor to Ger- 
many. Part of these refugees and 
forced laborers doubtless will return to 
Poland after the whr. Those who won't

country’s plight is far worse than 


return are the innumerable victims of 
famine and disease. 

Livestock, metals and agricultural in- 
struments having been requisitioned, the 
F’olish soil cannot be cultivated. Women 
and children ‘are drawing the plow, but 
they have no seed to sow. That's why 
the Polish peasants have drifted in 
masscs into the towns, accentuating the 
already horrible famine. 

Burn Furniture for Fuel. 

For months the people have suffered 
from lack of food. The famine is worse 
than any experienced in medieval times. 
Infantile mortality and disease epi- 
demics surpass imagination. The peo- 
plc are burning the remnants of un- 
pawned furniture to warm themselves 
this winter. 

To save Poland the first necessity is 
to rescue the people from the creeping 
death which threatens them with utter 
extermination. We must prevent Poland 
from becoming a colonized land. The 
Pope understands the peril. He ordered 
collections in behalf of Poland through- 
out the world. 

In the United States 3,000,000 Polish 
emigrants are organizing themselves to 
come to replace their dead and dying 
brothers the day Poland is declared 
free. Meanwhile they are sending 
American dollars. France, England, 
Australia and New Zealand also are 
helping considerably, but only by a tre- 
mendous world-wide effort can op- 
pressed and stricken Poland be saved.

Madame Grouitch Sends Appeal}, 
After Telling of Refugees 
Dying Along Road. 


MONASTIR, Servia, Nov. 23. (De- 
layed in transmission.—‘“The people of 
Albania and Montenegro are starv- 
ing, but what is happening to Servia 
is the blackest page in human his- 
tory,” declared Mme. Slavko 
Grouitch, who arived he today 
after a desperate 20-day trip from 
Nish. 

Mme. Grouitch has cabled to John 
D. Rockefeller, asking that he aid the 
starvnig noncombatants, but owing 
to delays in communication, a reply 
is not expected for a week. 

Mme. Groultch is the wife of the 
permanent Under-Secretary of For« 
eign Affairs of Servia and a native 
American. She made a coast-to< 
coast tour of the United tSates last 
sumer in the Interest of Servian re 
lief, speaking at many of the larger 
cities, including 8t. Louis. 

Although she was a member of 4 
Government party, Mme. Groutitch 
said that the most she could get to 
eat each day was a half loaf of bread. 

“The horses we rode were starving,” 
she sald, “and some feil exhausted by 
the roadside and died before our eyes. 

“Some of the women a1d children in 
the party dragged themselves along, 
day by day, with little or nothing to 
eat. Women became il! from lack cf 
nourishment and lay down in the road 
to die, after confiding their babies to the 
care of strangers. 

“Only one narrow korse trall through 
Albania now leads to Servia, since the 
Bulgars cut the railroad." 

Madame Grouitch's statements were 
corroborated by M. Michotte Welle, Bel- 
gian Minister to Servia, who was in the 
party of refugees w'th her. He aaid: 

“I offered money to my servants, but 
they burst into tears and cried: ‘We 
can’t eat gold; have you no bread?’ 

“On our way here we heard, one 
night, the wild screams »f a man along 
the mountain road. Next day we were 
told that the ehrieks came from a man 
who was being murdered for his little 
chunk of bread. 

“Servia is looking toward America for 
relief. Gerrnany must let America he'p 
the Servians. Cut off from the world, 
they will stave by thousands.”

Street is 6 feet 4 inches tall and weighs 
about 300 pounds. His wife was stout 
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and not prepossessing. Patrolman Bar- 
meier was shot while performing his 
duty. He jumped from a street car 
when he saw Street roughly drag his 
wife into the alley. 

Strect admits he was drunk when the 
shooting occurred and that after his 
wife fell with a bullet near her heart 
he ran away. When he was arrested 
at Twelfth and Carr streets two hours 
later he was too drunk to make a co- 
herent statement. 

Patrolman Barmeier had left his wife 
and two children at his home, 2107 Mad- 
igon street, and was on his way to the 
Angelica Station on a Bellefontaine car, 
‘when he saw Street dragging his wife 
into the alley.

Separated a Month. 

Street and his wife had been separated 
about a month. She came to St. Louis 
from Madison with her sons, Charles, 
14, and George, 12, and rented the house 
at 917 Salisbury street. Last Monday 
Street filed a divorce suit in Edwards- 
ville, alleging Ifis wife was a drunkard. 
Since coming to St. Louis she had been 
a frequenter of a wineroom in the rear 
of John Holzweg’s saloon at 3701 North 
Ninth street, half a block from her 
home. 

When Street was arrested it was fcund 
he had a slight builet wound in his 
right leg. A revolver in his pocket had 
one empty chamber. 

The police thought this an indication 
that he had not fired the revolver, as it 
is the custom of St. Louis policemen to 
leave one chamber of a revolver empty 
so that the weapon will not be dis- 
charged if accidentally dropped.

ANOTHER CANE IN 
SWORD CANE TRIAL 


Justice Calls for Briefs When 
Stories as to How Cafferata 
Came by It Conflict. 


PRINCIPALS ON STAND 


Bogy Says He Gave It to Cafe 
Man for Safe-Keeping; Latter 
“Took It Away From” Bogy. 


Bernard P. Bogy’s suit to replevin his 
famous sword cane from John Cafferata, 
proprietor of a cafe at Hamilton ave- 
nue and Delmar boulevard, went to trial 
this morning in the court of Justice 
Frank M. Slater. Bogy and Cafferata 
both took the witnesg stand, and told 
conflicting stories as to how and when 
the cane passed from the possession of 
Bogy, Who cherished it, as it had been 
carried by his grandfather. 

Bogy, in the first suit he brought, 
valued the sword cane at $10. He then 
filed an amended petition, valuing the 
cane at $100. A. A. O’Hallaron, counse! 
for Cafferata, argued that this must 
mean that there were two sword canes, 
one worth $10 and the other worth $10), 
and asked that the suit be dismissed. 
B. P.’ Bogy Jr., who represented his 
father, agreed to try the case upon the 
original $10 petition. 

As he took the witness stand, Bogy 
carried a heavy cane, which he flour- 
ished at times as he testified. 


“I Wag Buying Drinks.” 
He testified that he gave the sword 


cane to Cafferata for safe keeping on 
Oct. 2, but was not allowed to tell 
what made him think it best to get rid 
of the cane temporarily. He said he 
had made many demands for its return, 
but could not get it. Asked to state 
one instance, he said: 

“On Sunday night, Oct. 8, I was buy-~ 

ing drinks at the bar underneath Caf- 
ferata’s saloon, when’’—— 
Objection made by Cafferata’s counsel 
to “unnecessary detail’’ was sustained 
and Bogy was simply allowed to say 
that he had asked for the return of 
the cane upon this date. He said he 
valued the cane far above its intrinsic 
worth. 

On cross-examination, Bogy said that 
he had given the cane vcluntarily into 
Cafferata’s hands. Counsel for Caffe- 
rata again moved to dismiss the case 
on the ground that Bogy in his affi- 
davit had said his property had been 
‘wrongfully taken.’’ The Justice said 
he would consider this point later. 


Cafferata On Stand. 
Bogy Jr then said he would rest his 


case. O’Hallaron promptly said that 
he did not see any need of calling wit- 
nesses. Then Bogy Sr. and Bogy Jr. 
conferred, and Bogy Jr. called Cafferata 
as a witness. He was asked if Bogy had 
not given him a sword cane for safe- 
keeping. * 
“I took a cane away from Bogy at 
12:30 a. m. on Oct. 4,” replied the wit- 
ness. ‘“‘Bogy tried to use the sword cane 
and I think I did right in taking it 
away from him.’’ He turned it over 
to Chief Allender.as a deadly weapon. 
Cafferata was asked if Bogy had not 
demanded the return of the cane, and 
he replied:

EDITOR WATSON 
LOSES MOTION T0 
QUASH INDICTMENT 


Sending Objettionable Mat- , 
ter Through Mails, 


By Associated Press. 
AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. #.—Thomas E. 


Watson, Georgia editor, one time Popu- 
list candidate for President, was ar- 
raigned in Federal Court here today on 
an indictment charging the sending of 
cbjectionable matter through the mails. 
Watson, acting as his own attorney, en- 


tered a demurrer to the indictment and 
moved to quash it on grounds that it 
was illegally drawn. Watson's demurret 
was overruled by Judge Lambdin, and 
selecting of a jury was started. 

The indictment,” containing four 
counts, charges Watson with having 
mailed issues of certain of: his publica- 
tions, in 1911 and 1912, which contained 
matter prohibited by law from the 
mails. 

During his argumest, the defendant 
said that the character of the magazines 
mailed should be determined by their 
entire contents, and not by certain 
parts culled from them. The intention 
of the author, too, should be taken into 
consideration, he said, intimating that 
his articles were not intended to of- 
fend, but “‘to educate’ and ‘‘warn the 
public.” 

Watson's publications are printed at 
Thomson, Ga., his home. Watson was 
indicted on similar charges in 1912 and 
in the fall of 1913 the indictment was 
quashed on ground that it should have 
contained the entire article alleged*to 
be objectionable and not merely ex- 
cerpts from it. 

At the next session of the Federal 
grand jury Watson was reindicted, the 
charges being made in what was re- 
garded as more specific form, but not 
containing the language objected to, the 
indictment stating that it was “‘improp- 
er to spread upon the minutes of the 
court,” 

The four counts of the present indict- 
— allege that objectionable matter 
was used in an article entitled ‘The 
Roman Catholic Hierarchy; the Dead- 
liest Menace to Our Civilization,” and 
in an article entitled “Another Maria 
Monk Case Comes to Light in New 
Jersey a Few Days Ago.”’ 

When he previously faced the court, 
Watson contended the words alleged to 
be objectionable merely were quoted 
from books on Roman Catholic religion.

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MOTHER TELLS OF 
LADY PEEK’S AID 10 
BRITISH WOUNDED 


Home Used for Care of Conval- 
iscents Forced by New Arrivals 
to Leave Hospitals. 


Mrs. W. C. Stribling of the St. Regis 
Apartments, who has just returned, 
with her husband, from a two months’ 
visit to her daughter, Lady Wilfrid 


Feek of Rousdon House, Devonshire, 
England, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today of her observations of England in 
war time. 

The Peet manor has been turned into 
a home for convalescents, accommodat- 
ing 2 soldiers during the latter stage 
of their recovery from wounds or ill- 
ness. 

These soldiers, Mrs. Stribling said, 
come from the regular hospitals, where 
the convalescents have to give way to 
the new arrivals of wounded, return- 
ing from France and the Dardanelles 
on hospital ships. Many of the wealthy 
and noble English families, she said, 
have turned their mansions into conva- 
lescent homes, as Lady Peek has done. 

“At Rousdon House,’’ she said, ‘“‘eaca 
group of 2 convalescents remains for 
two weeks. Lady Peek gives as much 
of her time as possible to superintend- 
ence of the improvised .hospital, and 
nurses and physicians are provided for 
those who still require such attention. 


Outdoor Life as Restorative. 
“The men are encouraged to take part 


in such games as their condition will 
permit, and outdoor life is a large fac- 
tor in the restorative treatment. Those 
who are able return to the front, and 
those who are permanently disabled go 
to their homes. 

“For the entertainment of the con- 
valescent soldiers, bridge parties, after- 
noon teas, concerts and cinema (movie) 
exhibitions are given. One man, be- 
cause of the seriousness of his injuries, 
has been at Rousdon House three 
months, and his spine is so affected that 
he cannot walk without bending almost 
double. He has a beautiful voice, and 
his singing helps to divert his comrades, 
white he hopes to train his voice for 
tuture use in gaining a livelihood. 

“There is no social life any more. 
There is no idling. Everyone is busy, 
and it is all for England. The sol- 
diers get all the attention and con- 
sideration. 

Young People Absent. 

“The absence of young people is 
noticeable, in all parts of the country, 
One misses the young women as well 
as the young men, for great numbers 
of the y@ung women are at the front 
as nurses, or are in trainig for such 
service. 

“The visitor feels the air of sadness 
and depression, the result of the 
mourning that is coming into  s0 
many homes. Yet the people are 
hopeful, rather than over-optimistic. 
They believe they will win, but they 
believe, too, that it will be a long 
struggle, and will take many more 
lives.” 

Sir Wilfrid Peek is with his Devon- 
shire regiment. Lady Peek is the 
mother of an infant, and Mrs. Strib- 
ling undertook the journey in war- 
time in order to see her grandson. 
Lady Peek was formerly Miss Ed- 
wine Thornburgh, and her marriage 
was a society event of May, 1913.

ALLIES PLAN TO. 
FORM A CENTRAL 
MUNITION OFFICE 


Albert Thomas Outlines Project 
to Supply Needs of Each 
Nation Fully. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 
(Copyright, 1915, by Press Pub. Co.) 
LONDON, Nov. 2%.—The London cor- 
respondent of the Paris Journal, writing 
in the London Chrdnicle, gives details 
of new steps just taken to bring the al- 
lies into closer co-operation in manu- 


facture of guns and munitions and bet- 
ter utilization of certain raw materials. 
Henseforth these will be regulated in 
common by a closg-.and rigid agree- 
ment. “ 
“The first meeting of the allies’ rep- 
resentatives was held Tuesday in Lon- 
don, with Lloyd-George as chairman,” 
says the correspondent. ‘‘Albert Thom- 
as, Under-Secretary for Munitions, rep- 
resented France, Admiral Roussine Rus- 
sia and Gen. Maraffini Italy.” 
The correspondent then quotes Thomas 
as having explained to him somewhat 
farther as follows: 
‘“‘Each of us explained the views and 
wants of his own country in regard to 
the production of war material and ob- 
tained exact accounts of each nation’s 
position. 
Outlines, of Project. 

“I described the broad outlines of a 
project which I hope to see brought 
into existence almost at once. It con- 
sists of the establishment of what I 
shall call a central office of munitions. 
In it we shall have for the whole re- 
maining course of the war a permanent 
organism which will centralize every 
sort of matter concerning the produc- 
tion of guns and munitions and the 
utilization of raw material throughout 
the allied countries. 
“By means of this central office we 
shall know exactly the various pro- 
grams of the allied countries. We shall 
inspect the progress of manufacture by 
each of us. We shall be able to work 
together in a common effort toward a 
common end. 

Need for Organization. 
“Not a day passes without feeling the 
need for an organization of this kind. 
Let us take, for example, raw materi- 
als. Nature has favored some of us 
above the others. It.is natural and 
necessary that we should put our wealth 
in such material into @ common stock, 
but in practice the matter is extremely 
delicate. 
‘‘We in France are great providers of 
aluminum for the allies, but we have 
not an unlimited amount to spare... In 
order that each of us may obtain the 
necessary quantities there should be 
constantly in operation a sort of equi- 
librium so that no country shall suffer 
from shortage. 
“The allies have absolutely everything 
they need, even above their needs. The 
question is of distributing resources, 
which our central office, acting as men- 
tor, guide and inspector, would make 
easy for us to accomplish.”’ 


BERLIN WOMEN EAT WAR BREAD 
BUT DEMAND DRESS FRIPPERIES: 


Desert Reformers Pleading for Truly 
German Styles to Applaud 
Late Fashions. 
BERLIN, via London, Nov. 26.—A well- 
attended meeting called by women re- 
formers of fashion was held Wednes- 
day evening under the patronage of the 
Crown Princess. The purpose. was to 
appeal to patriotic women to cast off 
foreign fashions and wear a German 
style of dress, which, it was stated, 
should be beautiful and .dignified,. but 
without fripperies. Speakers illustrated 
proposed fashions and condemned high- 
heeled shoes, gauzy stockings, foreign 
fabrics’ and cosmetics. 
Space had been reserved on the pro- 
gram for an opposition speaker, who 
produced late models of gowns running 
counter to most of the patriotic the- 
ories. The dismayed reformers soon 
found that a majority of the audience 
nad deserted them and were applauding 
enthusiastically each new gown and 
drowning out the disapproval of the lit- 
tle minority who favored the truly Ger- 
nian modes.

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GERMANCARDINAL | pm 
D 10 HAVE WAR 
MESSAGE FOR POPE 


Missive Reported to Be Kaiser’s 
Explanation of His Country’s 
Attitude in Strife. 


ROME, Nov. 2.—It was stated in well- 
informed quarters here today that Car- 
dinal von Hartmann, Archbishop of Oo- 
logne, who arrived in Rome yesterday, 
was the bearer of an important mes- 


sage from Emperor Willlam to Pope 
Benedict, in which the war situation was 
presented from the German point of 
view. 

In the message the Emperor is re- 
ported to have disclaimed responsibility 
for the war, Germany being described 
as having been forced into it. 

Cardinal von Hartmann arrived here 
yesterday, and was received at the 
station by representatives of Pope Ben- 
edict and of the German college. The 
Cardinal sent a request to Pope Ben- 
edict for an audience. 

At the same time he notified the pon- 
tiff that Emperor William, at the re- 
quest of the Pope, had commuted the 
sentence of death imposed on Baron de 
Hemptinne, a prominent Belgian Cath- 
olic, to penal servitude. 

Cardinal Mercier abandoned the idea 
of coming to Rome, according to the 
Italian press because the German 
authorities wanted him to pass through 
Germany, meet Cardinal von Hartmann 
at Cologne and continue his journey in 
company with the Archbis’ op of Co- 
logne, while the Primate of Belgium, it 
is said, insisted on traveling by way of 
Holland, England and France. 


PRESIDENT CANCELS CABINET 
MEETING TO WORK ON MESSAGE 


Writes Until Late to Finish Address 
Before Going to Football Game 
Tomorrow. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—President 
Wilson cancelled the Cabinet meeting 
today that he might continue work on 
his message to Congress. The President 
wrote until late last night, but was un- 
able to finish it. The President plans to 
leave for New York tomorrow morning 
to see the Army-Navy football game 
and will finish the message before his 
ceparture. He hoped to get it to the 
public printer by noon today, but was 

uncertain, 

Thanksgiving day was spent by Presi- 
dent Wilson at his typewriter working 
on the address. Abandoning plans he 
had made for spending the day with 
Mrs. Norman Galt, his flancee, the 
Fresident locked the door of his privats 
study and emerged only for a short 
automobile ride in the afternoon and to 
eat Thanksgiving dinner with his fam- 
ily.

GARMENTS FOR SOLDIERS 


Austrian Professor Has Threads on 
Clothing Connecied With Bat- 
teries Behind Firing Line. 


VIENNA, Nov. 26.—Austrian  sol- 
diers will not suffer from cold weath- 
er if the army adopts the new elec- 
trically heated garments which have 
just been invented by the Professor 
of Electricity at Innsbruck Univer- 
sity. The essential feature of the 
professor's invention, according to 
the Austrian newspapers, is a method 
of weaving electric heating threads 
into the soldiers’ pants and coats and 
then connecting the threads with a 
battery or supply wire at a distance 
of from 100 yards to a quarter of a 
mile. It is asserted that the current 


of soldiers in the trenches can be 


kept warm simultaneously. 


WINE AGED BY ELECTRICITY

Method Perfected by Professor at 
Paris Sorbonne. ) 

PARIS, Nov. 2%.—A method \pf “aging” 
raw wines and spirits by electricity has 
been perfected by Prof. Chafles Henry 
of the University of Paris/ (the Sor- 
bonne), and it is already being suc- 
cessfully used in some of the\Burgundy 

wine districts. 

The’ process is said to inipart to 
liquors the same properties which they 
acquire by being kept for a number of 
vears in cellars. The spirit, or wine, 
is placed in a special receptacle fitted 
with two tubes, called “purgers,’’ and 
the tubes are charged with high tension 
electricity at from 60,000 to 120,000 volts 
The result is that all the bacteria, fer- 
ments and impurities collect in the 
tubes and are removed and all further 
fermentation stopped.

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GERMANCARDINAL | = 
SAID 10 HAVE WAR 
MESSAGE FOR POPE 


Missive Reported to Be Kaiser’s 
Explanation of His Country’s 
Attitude in Strife. 


ROME, Nov. 26.—It was stated in well- 
informed quarters here today that Car- 
dinal von Hartmann, Archbishop of Co- 
logne, who arrived in Rome yesterday, 
was the bearer of an important mes- 


sage from Emperor Willlam to Pope 
Benedict, in which the war situation wag 
presented from the German point of 
view. 

In the message the Emperor is re- 
ported to have disclaimed responsibility 
for the war, Germany being described 
as having been forced into it. 

Cardinal von Hartmann arrived here 
yesterday, and was received at the 
station by representatives of Pope Ben- 
edict and of the German college. The 
Cardinal sent a request to Pope Ben- 
edict for an audience. 

At the same time he notified the pon- 
tiff that Emperor William, at the re 
quest of the Pope, had commuted the 
sentence of death imposed on Baron de 
Hemptinne, a prominent Belgian Cath- 
olic, to penal servitude. 

Cardinal Mercier abandoned the idea 
of coming to Rome, according to the 
Italian press because the German 
authorities wanted him to pass through 
Germany, meet Cardinal von Hartmann 
at Cologne and continue his journey in 
company with the Archbis’ op of Co- 
logne, while the Primate of Belgium, it 
is said, insisted on traveling by way of 
Holland, England and France.

Writes Until Late to Finish Address

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—President 
Wilson cancelled the Cabinet meeting 
today that he might continue work on 
his message to Congress.

The President plans to 
leave for New York tomorrow morning 
to see the Army-Navy football game 
and will finish the message before his 
ceparture. He hoped to get it to the 
public printer by noon today, but was 

uncertain,

| AIGHER INTERNAL 
TAX FOR DEFENSE 


Secretary Would Lower the In- 
come Exemption and Assess 
Certain Commodities. 


By Associated Presa 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Cost of the 


administration’s defense program for 
the first year would be met by an in- 
crease in internal taxation if Congress 
should give its approval to Secretary 
McAdoo’s suggestion. 

In a formal announcement Secretary 


McAdoo declared his belief that an in- 
creased tax levy was preferable to a 
bond issue, adding that it could easily 
be borne by the American people. He 
would raise the necessary revenue by 
lowering the income tax exemption, and 
the assessing of certain commodities. 

Secretary McAdoo’s statement was is- 
sued in connection wit an estimate of 
the Federal revenues and expenditures 
up to the close of the next fiscal year. 
He places the amount of additional rev- 
enue required for expenditure for 1917 at 
| measures including $93,800,000 for new 
measures for national defense. This es- 
| timate is based upon the assumption 
that Congress will continue in effect the 
present emergency tax law and customs 
duty on sugar. 

It is explained that, while the pro- 
posed army and navy appropriations in 
1517 would represent an increase for pre- 
paredness considerably in excess of the 
$93,000,000, a part of the expenditures au- 
thorized actually would not be spent 
during that year. That amount, it is 
stated, would cover the increase for 
which additional revenues must be 
found by the next Congress. 

If Congress approves of Secretary Mc- 
Adoo’s proposals, the income tax ex- 
emption on single persons would be re- 
duced from $3000 to $2000, and on mar- 
ried persons from $4000 to $3000, the 


be lowered to $10,000 or $15,000, and new 
taxes would be imposed on numerous 
articles, including gasoline, crude and 
refined oils, horsepower of automobile 
and other internal combustion engines.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 26.—Memphis 
is going far in the matter of regulating 
4itneys under the franchise law that has 
been upheld by the highest tribunal in 
the State. The necessary ordinances 
are, after receiving informal approval] 
of- the Commissioners, being put through 
formal adoption, which cannot be com- 
pleted before the middle of January. 
Three companies are seeking franchises 

It will cost each jitney owner about $60 
a year in license tax, and drivers are re- 
quired to pay $2 at the time of filing 
epplication for driving license. Exam- 
ination as to his fitness follows, before 
a commission of experienced automobile 
men, a physician and a ciiizen from 
a-y walk of life. An indemnity bond 
roust be maintained by the jitney owner. 

The most important feature of the 
regulations, however, are found in the 
routing of the jitneys and the require- 
ment to keep moving. They are lim 
ited to 13 routes, from which Main street 
is in large part barred, and stops in che 
uptown section of the city cannot excecd 
30 seconds.

homa marriage and divorce are only 
a matter of form,” Judge R. P. de 
Graffenried of the District Court said, 
in an interview. “I can do nothing but 
follow the laws on our statute books. 
If I had my way there would not be a 
single divorce grantea. 

“People regard marriage as an occur- 
rence,” the Judge, much of whose busi- 
ness at each term of court is from the 
divorce docket, continued. “Men ahd 
women meet and marry in a few hours, 
and the next week they are in court 
asking for a divorce. Lawyers in these 
cases hound me to death. They would

Davis expressed the belief to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter this morning that the 
cost of a properly equipped zoo would be 
at least half a million dollars, and that 
its cost of maintenance would be at 
least $150,000 a year. 

‘‘My idea,’’ he said, ‘‘is that St. Louis 
should take the lead in interesting say 
20 cities in a plan to send a well- 
equipped expedition to the haunts >f 
wild animals to obtain pictures. If each 


o 


of 20 cities would contribute $10,000 to- 
ward the cost of the expedition there 
would be $200,000. There would be no 
maintenance cost of such a zoo, except 
the wages of a motion picture operator 
and assistants. 

“I do not see anything particularly 
educational in caged wild animals. It 
strikes me as cruel to cage them. As 
to the interesting part, my children 
anj other children I have talked to 
tell me they are more interested in 
the pictures of the animals in their 
native haunts than they are in see- 
ing them in cages in Forest Park. 

“There are comparatively few chil- 
dren in St. Louis who get to Forest 
Park to see the animals. If pictures 
of the animals were shown in the 
parks and at various places in all 
parts of the city, all children could 
see them. 

“The pictures could show maps of 
the countries, ships, the people and 
the habits of the animals. The chil- 
dren would learn much geography, 
history and natural history from pic- 
tures which they never could obtain 
from seeing the animals in cages.” 

Davis said that he would not sug- 
gest that motion pictures take the 
place entirely of the present zoo, but 
that his suggestion was that they be

As 
soon as the money was in his hands 
he bought a piano, a costly rug for 
the hut in which he lives, a silk dress 
for his wife and a flashy suit for his- 
self. He is not yet out of bed and 
may never be gble to wear the suit. 

Money All Gone. 

In this same household the children 
are barefooted and the wife needs a 
new washtub, but the money is all 
gone. No member of the family can 
play the piano, but it had always been 
the ambition of the negro —_ his wife 
to own one. 

All the negroes who have vesiavtll: 
money on account of the explosion are 
envied by those ho had no -claims 
against the railro&d. Those who had 
no claims are Compelled to work. White 
claimants have for the most part in- 
vested the money they received, or have 
placed it in the bank, but only three 
or four negroes are known to have 
made bank deposits. 


KIRKWALL’S FAME SPREADS T0 
LONDON VIA AMERICAN NOTE 


Cathedral, Palace and Castle of the 
Middle Ages Seen in Obscure 
Scotch Town. 

LONDON, Nov. 26.—Kirkwall, where 
cuany American merchant ships have 
been taken for examination by the 
british patrol ships, may be said to have 
made a sudden leap into fame—as far 
as the average Londoner is concerned— 
out of the pages of the latest Amer- 

ican note. 

Prébably few Londoners more than 
suspected the existence of Kirkwall 
until they read about it in the Amer- 
ican note. It is a rather obscure Scotch 
tcwn, although capital of the island 
county of Orkney, and its population is 
less than 4000. It has a magnificent har- 
bor, in which the 250 or so captive ships 
might all ride safely at anchor at the 
same time. But when it is remembered 
that Kirkwall is located 26 miles north 
of John O’Groat’s, which is the extreme 
rorthern point of Scotland, it is seen 
how far the harbor is from the ordinary 
purposes of trade. 

Kirkwall is environéd by the past— 
cathedral, palace and castle are all of 
the Middle Ages, and nearby are great 
Stonehege circles of an even remoter 
era. Reminders of Scandinavian rule 
ure found in the place-names, Kirkwal}l 
itself being a corruption of Kirkjuvagr, 
the ‘“‘Bay of the Church.” 


50,000 LOADED FREIGHT CARS 
CONGEST NEW YORK TERMINALS 


Shipments for Export So Large, Traf- 
fic Delays From Blizzard Would 
Threaten Food Famine. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—The land and 
water transportation lines leading into 
New York are facing the greatest con- 
gestion in their history. Fifty thou- 
sand loaded freight cars are on sidings. 
The situation is so serious that if 
New York should be visited with even 
so brief a blizzard as the one of 196, 
the city would be near a food famine. 
An avalanche of freight for export is 
pouring into New York’s terminals and 
piers. Consequently the supply of staple 
foodstuffs for local customers is at a 

very low point. 

At the,present time there is five times 
as much freight ready for export in the 
port of New York as the waiting ships 
can take. 


CAPTAIN STEERED INTO GALE AND 
ESCAPED PURSUING SUBMARINE 


Buats Lowered by Passengers Against 
Orders Are Swamped in the 
Mediterranean, 

PARIS, Nay. 26.—The Ministry of Ma- 
rines in a communication made public 
last night says that the French steamer 
Tafna was shelled by a submarine in the 

Western Mediterranean. 

The captain steered his vessel into the 
teeth of the gale and the submarine, 
unable to keep up the speed against the 
head seas, relinquished the chase after 
firing three shells. 

The communication adds that some of 
the passengers, alded by a few of the 
crew, notwithstanding the express or- 
ders of the captain to the contrary, 
lowered boats, which were immediately 
swamped. The Tafna has arrived safely 
at Marseilles. 


CREW OF 25 LOST WITH SHIP ON 
COAST OF VANCOUVER ISLAND 


Chilean Salling Vessel Pounded to 


Pieces on Nocks—<Attempts to 
‘Rescue Seamen Fail 
TACOMA, Wash., Nov. 26.—Dispatches 
from Victoria, B. C., say the Chilean 
full-rigged, four-masted iron ship Carel-} 
mapu, has been lost with its crew of 25. 
The Carelmapu was driven ashore one 
mile east of Gowland Rock, Schooner 
Cove, on the west coast of Vancouver 
Island, and was pounded to pieces after 
several hours of battering on the rocks. 
The Canadian Pacific Railway steamer 
Princess Maquinna attempted to go to 
the rescue of the crew clinging to the 
wrecked craft, but she was unable to 
approach and the seamen were’ washed 

off and drowned. 


SERVIANS FLOODED COPPER MINE 


BERLIN, via London, Nov. 2%.—Ad- 
vices received here from Orsova, on the 
Danube, in Servia, disappointed the 
hopes of those who have been expecting 
immediate production of copper from the 
mines at Vor, Northern Servia. 

Before they retreated the Servians de- 
stroyed the pumping works, flooding the 
shafts, and tore down the buildings at 
the mines. A staff of German engineers 
is now inspecting the property.
